For example, Applicants failed to 
discuss Subgroups 3, 6 and 9-14 (e.g., see 4/16/04 Restriction, paragraph 6). In addition, although Applicants have related new claims 
75, 80 and 83 to claim 55 and futher discussed subgroups 1,2,4,5,7 and 8, no statement with regard to which of the newly added 
claims read on these species has been made either.
